_ It is pleasing to note how enrly 
was the response to the appeal fox 
local residents to join a Police Re- 
serve [dvce, similar to the one which 
did such gond work here during the 
war. ‘The Chinese have come for- 
ward in large numbers, and have 
already. been organised into, sec- 
tions, whilst there’ has also been 
u fair recruitment of Indians and 
With the small, Indian 
population, one could hardly expect: 
a very large response, and the 
Portuguese — and British com- 
munities have other calls, particu: 
larly ‘the latter, .in . the form of 
service in the Volunteer Defence 
Corps. It was hardly to be expect- 


cd, therefore, that there would he | 


a big number of British residents 
coming' forward, and we presume

rolment by other than British sub- 
jects, it should be borne in mind 


that police service, unlike military, 


‘service, is non-national, and it is 
essentially non-political.; The due 
preservation of law and order 
affects all residents, whoever they. 
be, and their willingness voluntarily 
to shoulder some part of the burden 
borne by the constituted authority 
of the place is a measure of: their 
‘appreciation of the protection they 
receive impartially from the regu- 
lar force. Members of non-British 
communities have come forward to 
aid the'civil authority in Hongkong 
on several occasions in the past— 
for instance during the’ 1925 strike 
and boycott—and we trust that the
